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^^OLLEGE  fraternities  have  always  been  able 
to  fulfill  the  traditional  goals  of  providing  friend- 
ship, security,  and  responsibility.  However,  all  too 
often  the  fraternity  achieves  these  ideals  at  the  ex- 
pense of  loss  of  individuality.  Man,  as  a  creative 
being,  must  possess  both  the  quality  of  successful 
social  integration,  so  that  he  may  recognize  the 
faults  of  his  culture,  and  the  quality  of  indepen- 
dence, so  that  he  may  approach  these  problems 
with  fresh  insight. 

The  fraternity  that  stifles  the  uniqueness  of  the 
individual  member,  and  molds  him  into  a  stereo- 
type, is  destined  to  eventual  failure,  for  in  supress- 
ing  originality  it  emphasizes  conformity  and  stag- 
nancy; decline  is  the  fruit  of  its  labors.  A  fraternity, 
if  it  is  to  remain  strong,  must  fulfill  two  goals:  It 
must  train  its  members  to  mature  socially  by  de- 
veloping mature  friendships  and  accepting  indi- 
vidual and  group  responsibility.  It  must  also  in- 
corporate a  respect  for  the  individual,  his  ideals, 
and  methods  of  accomplishing  them.  The  organiza- 
tion which  fails  to  fulfill  either  of  these  goals  is 
destined  to  failure,  but  the  fraternity  which  inte- 
grates the  two,  in  ideal  and  practice,  has  truly  de- 
veloped brotherhood.

Building  a  Library 

An  idea  occurred  to  me  that  you  might  wish  to 
consider  for  use  both  for  the  undergraduate 
chapters  as  well  as  the  library  at  National  Head- 
quarters— when  it  comes  into  being. 

When  I  was  a  reporter  in  Norfolk,  Va.,  the  Ro- 
tary Club  in  Portsmouth  had  a  simple  system 
through  which  they  supported  the  municipal 
library.  Each  member  of  the  club  gave  a  book 
to  the  library  on  his  birthday.  It  wasn't  a  "must" 
program,  but  all  did  so  voluntarily.  Annually,  the 
club  kicked  in  $100  from  its  treasury  for  sets  of 
reference  works. 

The  procedure  was  handled  by  one  individual, 
but  as  I  recall  his  efficient  secretary  did  the  work 
— who  saw  to  it  that  each  member  received  a 
card  a  few  weeks  before  his  birthday  asking  if  he 
intended  to  give  a  book  on  the  anniversary.  When 
the  total  was  in  for  the  month  it  was  given  to  the 
librarian  for  the  city  who  selected  the  books  and 
told  the  members  the  cost.  The  collection  was 
kept  on  a  special  shelf  which  indicated  it  was 
provided  by  the  club.  When  I  left,  there  were 
several  hundred  volumes. 

I  think  that,  with  adjustments,  this  system 
might  very  well  be  used  to  build  up  chapter 
libraries.  The  key  is  having  some  responsible  in- 
dividual who  will  keep  up  the  "birthday  list"  and 
send  out  the  inquiries.  For  the  Headquarters 
library,  the  Headquarters  alumni — former  staff 
members  now  at  work  in  greener  fields — or  form- 
er National  Officers — might  eventually  produce  a 
really  fine  library  at  the  new  building. — Ted  J.

Social  Adeptness 

The  college  fraternity  is  above  all  else  a  social- 
ization process  whereby  the  fraternity  man  is  en- 
cultured  with  the  values  and  responsibilities  of 
good  citizenship.  It  is  through  the  fraternity,  and 
the  individual's  "contact  with  men  of  high  ide- 
als," that  each  man  is  given  an  introduction  to 
the  society  which  awaits  him  upon  graduation. 

Developing  these  ideals  should  be  a  function  of 
every  Sig  Ep  chapter.  Its  accomplishment  can  be 
attained  in  many  ways,  but  a  most  rewarding 
method,  usually  overlooked,  is  through  participa- 


tion  with  alumni  and  parents  associated  with  the 
chapter.  The  benefit  is  two-fold.  The  members  of 
the  chapter  are  able  to  make  the  acquaintance  of 
experienced  citizens  from  diverse  communities. 
On  the  other  side,  the  cooperation  among  parents 
and  alumni  cements  old  fraternal  bonds  and 
creates  new  friendships,  all  of  which  serve  to  so- 
lidify Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  into  a  working  organiza- 
tion. Two  key  words  in  the  undergraduate-alum- 
nus-parent combination  are  frequency  and  plan- 
ning. 

The  means  to  achieve  this  relationship  can 
be  through  the  alumni  association,  the  activities 
chairman  within  the  chapter,  or  a  cooperative 
effort  among  interested  adults  of  any  clas- 
sification. The  method  used  is  a  combination  of 
Founders'  Day,  Homecoming,  athletic  events,  work 
days,  and  family  days.  The  participants  include 
alumni,  undergraduates,  parents,  brothers  and  sis- 
ters and  guests  from  the  university  or  community. 
The  planning  is  accomplished  through  a  sincere 
interest  in  developing  qualities  of  leadership  com- 
bined with  citizenship,  and  the  success  of  the  en- 
deavor is  achieved  through  frequent  association 
among  the  participants. 

The  benefit  which  accrues  to  the  chapter  and 
its  individual  members  is  undeniable.  Social 
adeptness  and  friendships  are  the  tools  of  success 
in  many  of  today's  occupations,  and  there  are  few 
more  readily  available  sources  from  which  to  de- 
velop these  qualities.  Alumni  and  parental 
resources  are  too  often  an  unknown  quantity  in 
the  short  four  years  of  college,  yet  with  a  mini- 
mum of  effort  on  all  sides  this  void  can  be  fiUed, 
and  each  Sig  Ep  chapter  can  attain  the  ideal  of 
an  integrated  operation,  marked  by  the  success 
found  in  active  brotherhood. — Jerre  Dixon, 
President,  Colorado  State  University  Chapter, 
Fort  Collins,  Colo.

IN  the  college  fraternity,  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon, 
the  formula  for  manhood  is:  Virtue,  Dili- 
gence, and  Brotherhood.

The  reports  and  pictures  pre- 
sented it  is  hoped  will  show  how  in  the  nor- 
mal course  of  events  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  fos- 
ters the  beneficial  enjoyment  of  brotherhood.

THE  sculpture,  "The  Sower,"  pictured  above, 
is  fastened  on  the  north  face  of  Beaumont 
Tower  at  Michigan  State  University.  The  in- 
scription beneath  it,  "Whatsoever  a  Man 
Soweth,"  is  taken  from  Paul's  letter  to  the 
Galatians.  The  illustration  on  the  right  is 
from  a  mural  in  New  York's  Radio  City  and 
bears  the  legend,  "Man's  ultimate  destiny  de- 
pends not  on  whether  he  can  learn  new  les- 
sons or  make  new  discoveries  and  conquests, 
but  on  his  acceptance  of  the  lesson  taught 
him  close  upon  two  thousand  years  ago." 

These  pictures  are  used  in  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon's  new  textbook  of  pledge,  undergrad- 
uate and  alumnus  education — Educating 
for  Brotherhood.  Both  illustrations  also  dra- 
matize the  theme  of  this  Journal  and  epit- 
omize the  principles  upon  which  the  Frater- 
nity was  founded.  It  becomes  natural  for  the 
good  fraternity  member  to  sow  seeds  of 
brotherhood;  by  doing  so  he  will  reap  a  pre- 
cious harvest  of  fellowship  for  life. 


BROTHERHOOD  is  the  great  thing  about  fra- 
ternity life.  The  picture  at  the  right 
captures  the  priceless  intangible  treasure  that 
brotherhood  is  that  can  hardly  be  described. 
It  might  be  said  that  the  men  in  the  photo 
are  headed  toward  their  "doctor's  degrees" 
in  brotherhood,  because  as  pledges  they  were 
well  chosen  in  the  first  place. 

There  is  a  vital  lesson  in  this  for  members 
of  the  Rushing  Committee.  Educating  for 
Brotherhood  states:  "The  pledge  must  believe 
in  the  idea  of  fraternity,  he  must  place  a  high 
value  upon  it,  and  he  must  be  spiritually  re- 
ceptive. If  the  product  is  to  be  brotherly  in 
attitude,  the  pledges  must  have  capacity  for 
brotherhood;  not  the  narrow  talk  of  brother- 
hood that  stops  with  the  fraternity  circle 
itself,  but  that  reaches  far  beyond.  It  is  a 
fundamental  weakness  that  not  enough  moral 
content  is  put  into  the  pledging  of  men."  Says 
one  adviser:  "Attract,  first,  persons  who  are 
serious  about  learning  and  growing."

WHILE  today's  liberal  students  are  in- 
clined to  find  Alma  Mater  the  kind  of 
outmoded  model  represented  in  George 
Willoughby  Maynard's  painting  (at  left),  the 
wise  student  recognizes  that  she  does  better 
than  ever  what  she  has  been  instructed  to  do. 
And  it  is  the  obligation  of  the  fraternity 
member  to  make  the  most  of  the  splendid 
opportunities  which  campus  and  classroom 
offer — on  the  administration's  terms.  There 
is  no  better  way  for  a  properly  qualified  young 
man  to  spend  four  years,  or  six,  or  eight. 

It  is  a  law  of  the  fraternity  movement  in 
America  that  intellect  and  heart  working  to- 
gether draw  together  the  two  worlds  of  the 
university  and  the  fraternity.  But  study  bears 
out  that  where  the  university  and  fraternity 
are  two  worlds,  simple  heartpower  is  missing 
on  the  part  of  the  former.  Yet  when  the  college 
fraternity  attempts  to  live  without  heart,  it 
usually  finds  itself  reduced  to  the  ordinary 
level  of  a  club.

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WHILE  it  is  often  asserted  by  experienced  observers  that  there  were  good  fraternity  chap- 
ters before  there  were  chapter  houses,  it  is  an  inescapable  fact  that  an  ideal  chapter 
cannot  exist  in  a  vacuum. 

The  ideal  Sig  Ep  home  is  individualized  to  suit  the  men  who  live  in  it.  The  brothers  feel 
that  it  is  theirs,  and  its  style  and  form  of  construction,  and  the  space  it  affords  suit  them.  It 
should  not  serve  an  institution  or  any  kind  of  administrative  expediency  and  be  cold  to  them. 
When  a  man  puts  something  of  himself  into  a  home  which  he  owns,  he  becomes  a  part  of 
it  and  it  becomes  a  part  of  him,  and  this  is  in  the  direction  of  God's  gift.  The  strong  fra- 
ternity systems  in  America — strong  in  the  exemplary  American  way — are  made  up  of  home- 
owning  fraternities. 

Man  lives  in  better  health  when  he  uses  the  gifts  God  has  bequeathed.  A  family  of  brothers 
in  a  fraternity  home  does  better  when  the  house  in  which  the  members  live  and  the  plot  of 
ground  on  which  it  stands  is  theirs.  The  right  to  own  property  was  terribly  important  to  the 
founding  fathers  of  our  nation,  and  it  is  therefore  also  an  important  right  in  the  perspective 
of  the  fraternity  member.  When  the  property  which  a  man  uses  belongs  to  an  institution,  it 
stands  between  God  and  man ;  when  it  belongs  to  man,  it  kindles  an  extra  spark  in  his  rela- 
tionship with  his  Maker. 

But  whether  a  house  is  chapter-owned  or  chapter-rented,  an  unsound  home  does  not  sup- 
port a  sound  chapter.  A  dirty  home  cannot  house  clean  men.  The  eye  hungers  for  beauty  in 
the  ideal  chapter  home  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  and  will  find  it  there.

At  Ball  Slate,  housemanager  Joe  Qark  and 
Ron  Rossiter  painted  the  chapter  room  and  the 
multi-purpose  room  and  redecorated  the  athletic 
room  by  adding  a  huge  trophy  case  and  painting 
the  walls.  The  present  dining  room  will  be  con- 
verted into  a  study  lounge  during  the  summer. 

Belmont  Abbey  Sig  Eps  have  adopted  blue- 
prints for  construction  of  an  open  hearth  fire- 
place, library,  sunken  living  room,  television 
room,  game  room,  and  chapter  room. 

At  Bradley,  the  chapter  room  was  completed 
with  the  installation  of  lighting  and  ceiling  work. 
Chuck  Schmidt  and  Barry  Stortz  installed  base 
board.  A  patio  in  back  of  the  house  will  be  con- 
structed during  Work  Week  for  entertaining  dur- 
ing rush. 

At  Cleveland  State,  new  furniture  has  been 
placed  in  the  living  room.  Sliding  divider  doors 
have  been  added  and  new  carpeting  laid.

Colorado  Stale  U.  Sig  Eps  have  just  com- 
pleted a  $2,500  summer  remodeling.  This  remod- 
eling, together  with  the  work  done  in  1964, 
makes  the  121  E.  Lake  address  one  of  the  most 
modern  and  well-cared-for  buildings  in  Fort  Col- 
lins. 

The  summer's  project  included  a  completely 
rebuilt  kitchen,  including  flooring,  lighting,  closet 
space,  and  preparation  facilities.  The  dining  room 
was  paneled  with  the  cooperation  of  the  fathers 
of  the  men  in  the  house  and  the  Sweetheart  Club 
supplied  new  draperies.  Remodeling  in  the  chap- 
ter room  covered  mahogany  paneling,  a  brick- 
faced  fireplace  and  wall,  leather  chairs,  and  a 
new  rug. 

Florida  Sig  Eps  paneled  the  chapter  room, 
bought  new  scholarship  files,  and  refinished  the 
library. 

At  Illinois  Tech,  the  chapter  room  ceiling  and 
walls  were  covered  with  wood  beams  and  boards 
from  an  old  barn.  Roger  Schiller  and  Stan  Gorski 
planned  the  room  to  look  like  a  mountain  ski 
lodge. 

At  Indiana  Stale  (Ind.),  the  pledges  painted 
much  of  the  inside  of  the  house.  Each  pledge 
also  had  a  personal  project  which  concerned 
doing  something  to  improve  the  house.  The 
Mothers  and  Wives  Club  bought  new  draperies 
for   the   living   room   and   new   dinner   plates. 

Mississippi  Stale  has  completed  plans  for  a 
$150,000  house  to  be  built  on  Fraternity  Row. 

Louis  Malvaney,  '50,  architect,  has  designed  a 
French  Colonial  two-story  house  surrounded  with 
porches.  Bedrooms  for  40  men  will  occupy  the 
first  floor,   while  the  living  areas  on  the  second

floor  will  include  a  living  room,  TV  room,  dining 
room,  kitchen,  library,  billiard  and  card  room, 
and  housemother's  apartment.  There  will  be  a 
sundeck  on  the  roof.  A  wide  stairway  gives  access 
from  the  street  level  to  the  second-floor  porch  and 
red  door  entrance  to  the  house.  The  house- 
mother's living  room  and  the  dining  room  open 
onto  the  side  porches.  Other  features  of  the  house 
include  a  controller  and  president's  office,  scholar- 
ship file  room,  and  concession  areas  on  both  floors. 

Monmouth  Sig  Eps  will  move  into  a  new  house 
this  September  15,  financed  by  the  College,  which 
consists  of  separate  living  and  dining  units  and 
central  kitchen  for  three  fraternities.  There  will 
be  room  for  40  men  in  the  new  facilities.  The 
new  house  will  be  three  stories  tall,  with  sleeping 
and  study  rooms  around  a  central  lounge  on  the 
two  top  floors,  and  a  large  living  room,  a  chapter 
room,  and  a  dining  room  on  the  ground  level. 

The  living  room  will  have  a  large  fireplace 
wall-to-wall  carpeting,  a  color  TV,  and  a  teak-tone 
paneled  wall.  The  chapter  room  will  have  full 
carpeting  and  paneling,  acousticaUy  tiled  ceiling, 
and  a  full  wall  of  built-in  shelves. 

The  dining  room  will  seat  60  comfortably,  a 
pleasant  increase  from  the  present  facility's  ca- 
pacity of  a  crowded  35.  It  will  be  served  from  a 
central  kitchen  run  by  Saga  food  service.  Tile  in 
the  dining  room  will  have  the  appearance  of 
cork,  and  will  be  used  in  the  staircases  the  up- 
stairs lounges,  and  the  study  rooms. 

The  rooms  on  the  upper  floors  will  be  combina- 
tions of  two-man  rooms  and  four-man  suites. 
Desks  and  other  furnishings  will  be  a  dark  wal- 
nut color.  The  central  areas  on  each  floor  will  be 
lounges  as  well  as  recreation  areas.  There  will  be 
a  bumper  pool  table  on  the  second  floor  and  a 
ping-pong  table  on  the  third  floor. 

Randolph-Macon  Sig  Eps  covered  the  house 
with  aluminum  siding.  Inside,  the  chapter  room 
was  paneled  in  matched  cherry  wood.  The  walls 
of  the  TV  room  were  painted  and  the  floors 
downstairs  sanded  and  refinished.  New  furniture 
and  rugs  have  helped. 

Rensselaer  Sig  Eps  dedicated  their  third  house, 
the  Arthur  P.  Paine  Memorial  House,  last  May. 
Arthur  Paine,  who  died  last  fall,  one  of  the  last 
TUO  brothers  and  one  of  the  first  Sig  Eps  on 
campus.  Attending  the  dedication  were  Mrs. 
Paine  and  her  son  Fred. 

Sacramento  State  Sig  Eps  have  moved  into 
their  second  house,  a  three-story  structure  at  2131 
"T"  street  about  two  miles  from  the  campus.  The 
Sig  Eps  are  the  first  fraternity  at  SSC  to  buy 
their  own  home.  Chapter  president  Gary  VanHou- 
ten  and  alumni  corporation  president  Clonnie 
Lamber  were  chiefly  responsible.

AN  observing  wrorker  in  another  fraternity  has  written,  "In  virtually  every  case,  the  only 
way  to  maintain  excellence  is  with  alumni  help." 
As  Dr.  Claude  Clarence  Heckman,  Iowa  Wesleyan,  '20,  president  of  the  livewire  Puget 
Sound  Alumni  Chapter,  points  out:  "A  fundamental  weakness  in  undergraduate  chapters  is 
the  ever-changing  membership — practically  a  complete  change  every  four  years.  In  Alumni 
Chapters  the  membership  is  much  more  constant.  In  communities  where  there  are  Under- 
graduate and  Alumni  Chapters,  close  cooperation  gives  great  stability.  The  Fraternity  be- 
longs to  the  Alumni  as  much  as  to  the  Undergraduates.  The  Alumni  Chapter  should  be  a  Big 
Brother  to  the  Undergraduate  Chapters  in  every  community.  The  first  essential  is  a  desire 
to  serve." 

How  to  build  a  strong  Alumni  Chapter?  Dr.  Heckman  lists  five  points:  (1)  Regular 
Meetings.  (2)  A  Membership  Directory.  (3)  A  publication  for  announcements  and  news. 
(4)  Joint  social  functions  of  Alumni  and  Undergraduate  Chapters.  (5)  Study  and  discus- 
sion of  Fraternity  literature,  such  as:  Educating  for  Brotherhood,  Alumni  Chapter  Guide, 
Officers'  Guide,  District  Governors'  Guide,  Scholarship  Guide,  Housing  Guide,  Chapter 
Counselors'  Guide,  Manual  on  the  Journal,  Chapter  Library  Manual,  History  of  the  Fra- 
ternity, The  Song  Book,  Journal,  and  other  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  literature.

the  highlights  of  50  years  of  unbroken  existence. 
He  told  how  the  chapter  was  born  as  the  Aristo 
Club  at  a  time  when  there  were  no  men's  dormi- 
tories. The  Aristos  had  a  house  east  of  the  rail- 
road tracks  on  the  south  side  of  Lincoln  Way. 

National  fraternities  raided  clubs  such  as  the 
Aristo  for  new  pledges.  In  1914,  the  men  of  Aris- 
to organized  Kappa  Kappa  Kappa  and  in  1916 
were  granted  a  charter.  A  new  house  was  con- 
structed in  1917  on  Welch  Avenue.  This  was  oc- 
cupied until  1928  when  the  present  house  was 
built,  with  Amos  Emery,  Pennsylvania,  '22,  serv- 
ing as  architect. 

In  1930-31  chapter  resources  were  taxed  by  the 
Great  Depression,  but  devoted  alumni  saved  the 
day. 

The  original  mortgage  was  burned  at  the  1957 
Homecoming.  The  following  summer  a  $24,000 
addition  was  built.  In  the  last  few  years  $55,000 
has  been  spent  on  rebuilding  and  modernizing 
the  interior. 

"Does  a  chapter  need  its  alumni?"  Brother  Ax- 
thelm  asked.  Yes,  in  many  ways. 

"The  consistently  strong  chapters  are  those 
with  active  alumni  board  supervision.  Iowa  Beta 
is  the  only  chapter  in  the  Iowa-Nebraska  district 
that  has  never  been  placed  on  probation  by  the 
Grand  Chapter  for  violation  of  rules  and  regula- 
tions resulting  in  removal  of  the  charter.  We  have 
had  many  men  in  the  past  years  who  have  re- 
ceived top  honors  on  the  campus  scholastically  as 
well  as  leadership  honors  in  campus  and  athletic 
activities.  These  men  had  character  and  are  suc- 
cessful in  their  vocations  and  professions.  The  en- 
vironment of  Iowa  Beta  has  been  a  contributing 
factor.

"A  fraternity  must  justify  itself  on  any  campus. 
To  do  this  it  must  adhere  to  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  University  and  community,  consis- 
tently achieve  above  average  scholarship,  practice 
good  business  procedure  and  internal  operation, 
and    have    moral    integrity    of    its    members." 

The  University  of  Iowa  chapter  is  rapidly  ap- 
proaching its  Golden  Anniversary  year,  1967. 
Iowa  Gamma,  founded  on  April  28,  1917,  has 
been  a  foremost  member  of  the  Greek  system  at 
Iowa,  developing  many  campus  leaders  and  boast- 
ing a  long  list  of  distinguished  alumni  in  all 
walks  of  life. 

A  vital  part  of  the  anniversary  planning  in- 
cludes the  house.  A  new  44-man  addition  is  on 
the  drawing  board  as  well  as  remodeling  of  the 
present  house. 

Utah  State  Sig  Eps  held  their  30th  anniversa- 
ry observance  with  an  open  house  and  banquet  at 
the  Logan  Elks  Club  on  March  26. 

Besides  National  Board  member  Lyle  E.  Holm- 
gren, one  of  the  founding  members  of  the  chap- 
ter, the  chief  speakers  were  E.  0.  Larsen,  Uni- 
versity trustee  and  member  of  the  local  Alpha 
Delta  Epsilon  which  became  Utah  Alpha;  Joe 
Lincoln  Budd,  onetime  speaker  of  the  house  of 
representatives  of  Wyoming,  also  an  ADE  mem- 
ber; and  Doyle  Rees,  also  a  chapter  founder. 
Alumni  from  as  far  away  as  Washington  State 
attended. 

Founded  March  21,  1936,  Utah  Alpha  was 
preceded  by  the  local  Alpha  Delta  Epsilon  which 
had  been  on  campus  since  1915  when  it  was  or- 
ganized by  the  late  Frank  (Fussy)  Arnold,  a  pro- 
fessor of  French  at  USU. 

Professor  Arnold  envisioned  "his"  fraternity 
as  an  organization  where  men  of  high  scholastic 
caliber,  under  the  motto  "Strong  Brothers  of 
Learning,"  could  find  a  home  away  from  home. 
Then,  21  prosperous  years  later,  realizing  the 
greater  benefits  of  joining  with  a  large  national 
fraternity,  the  ADE's  became  the  80th  chapter. 

The  Monmouth  Sig  Eps  held  their  alumni 
banquet  on  May  22,  the  eighteenth  anniversary  of 
the  chapter's  founding  on  the  campus.  The  high- 
light of  the  banquet  was  the  announcement  by 
Russ  Andrews,  alumni  relations  chairman,  of  the 
institution  of  an  alumni  participation  award,  to 
recognize  the  outstanding  contribution  of  alums 
to  the  local  chapter. 

The  award  will  be  called  the  "Paul  W.  Elder 
Alumni  Participation  Award,"  in  honor  of  the 
president  of  the  Monmouth  Sig  Ep  Alumni 
Board.  Dr.  Elder,  a  local  dentist,  was  instrumen- 
tal in  the  founding  of  the  chapter  in  1948,  and 
has  devoted  a  large  share  of  his  time  to  a  search 
for  new  housing  for  the  chapter  since  that  time. 

Dr.  Elder  was  raised  in  Princeton,  111.,  and 
went  to  Northwestern  University  and  the  Univer- 
sity of  Nebraska,  where  he  became  a  Sig  Ep.

EVERY  fraternity  which  strives  for  high 
ideals  is  dependent  upon  successful  leader- 
ship from  one  year  to  the  next.  This  leader- 
ship is  carried  over  into  areas  of  academic, 
athletic,  social,  and  spiritual  endeavors.  Lead- 
ership does  not  just  happen;  there  is  a  very 
good  reason  for  its  occurrence.  Its  founda- 
tion is  the  very  structure  of  our  fraternity. 
Many  men  take  leadership  for  granted  and 
give  very  little  thought  to  how  this  area  of 
fraternal  life  is  incorporated  into  the  modus 
operandi. 

Most  people  have  a  common  definition  af- 
fixed in  their  minds  as  to  what  the  word 
"leader"  means  to  them.  The  "man  on  the 
street"  thinks  of  the  leader  as  being  the  sym-

bol  of  the  group,  one  who  understands  its 
personnel  well  enough  to  be  its  external  and 
internal  spokesman.  The  leaders  of  a  frater- 
nity play  an  important  part,  however,  not 
so  much  in  exercising  directive  control  over 
the  group,  but  in  the  sense  of  being  pace- 
makers. 

Some  leaders  are  likely  to  be  "voices  in  the 
wilderness,"  pioneers  without  any  solid  fol- 
lowing, and  frequently  not  very  clear  about 
their  own  goals.  However,  their  own  example 
helps  to  develop  sensitivities,  arouse  hopes, 
and  break  down  resistance.  From  these  traits 
one  can  begin  to  realize  that  fraternity  lead- 
ership can  develop  in  an  informal,  incon- 
spicuous,  and   largely   subterranean   fashion. 

Leaders  can  relate  themselves  to  their 
group  through  conversations,  talks,  bull  ses- 
sions, and  the  perception  of  examples.  The 
achievements  and  operations  of  this  frater- 
nity are  likely  to  be  made  primarily  in  the 
realm  of  individual  experience  rather  than 
noticeable  concerted  action  of  groups. 

The  fraternity  leader,  then  is  not  the  in- 
dividual who  yells  the  loudest  from  soap  box, 
but  rather  is  the  concerned  individual  who 
can  live  the  ideals  of  his  fraternity  so  as  to 
set  an  example  for  the  rest  of  the  members 
of  his  group.  This  is  leadership  by  example. 
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Fine  Arts  Building  and  Showalter  Fountain  show  the  beauty  of  Indiana  University  campus. 

A  look  at  Youth's  World 

In  the  Founders'  Day  address  at  Indiana  University,  a  brilliant  educator 
hints  that  today's  college  student  is  intent  on  exploring  a  new  frontier

WE  DIFFER  enormously  from  our  forefa- 
thers in  having  an  educational  base 
upon  which  to  build.  We  don't  have  to  face 
the  tough  resistance  of  the  wilderness,  the 
problem  of  squeezing  time  from  a  struggle 
for  existence,  the  difficulties  of  a  communica- 
tion system  only  slightly  advanced  beyond  the 
smoke  signal.  Ironically,  most  of  the  resis- 
tance modern  educators  meet  comes  from 
those  who  have  most  benefited  from  the 
struggles  of  a  century  and  a  half  ago,  from 
those  who  consider  the  educational  battle 
won  and  thus  wish  only  to  consolidate  the 
gains  and  to  enjoy  what  fortune  and  earlier 
efforts  have  provided  them. 

With  education  in  its  current  state  of  de- 
velopment, it  may  be  difficult  for  us  to  inter- 
pret how  pioneering  could  have  relevance  for 
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us  now,  or  to  find  today's  parallel  of  our 
forefathers'  condition.  It  may  be  that  we  are 
seeing  some  of  that  pioneering  spirit  astir 
among  students  around  the  nation. 

How  are  many  of  our  privileged  youths  re- 
sponding to  their  secure  inheritance  of  ad- 
vantage? Some  are  turning  their  backs  on  the 
increasing  comforts  proffered  them,  to  lend  a 
hand  either  here  at  home  or  in  underdevel- 
oped countries  to  those  who  have  not  shared 
the  American  dream. 

Some  are  questioning  interpretations  we 
have  long  held  and  come  to  take  for  granted. 
And  some  are  rebelling. 

Many  of  us  will  get  hurt  in  the  process  of 
our  youths'  self-realization:  hurt  that  they 
spurn  what  we  see  so  clearly  as  their  good; 
hurt  that  our  concentrated  effort  is  denigrat- 
ed because  our  dream  for  them  is  not  what 
they  dream  for  themselves;  hurt  because  our 
advancing  of  our  forefathers'  purposes  is  still 
short  of  our  young  people's  expectations. 

Of  what  do  we  as  parents  and  educators 


stand  accused?  I  suspect  that  we  stand  ac- 
cused, first  and  foremost,  of  a  schizophrenic 
approach  to  the  younger  generation.  We  have 
said  to  them:  you  must  do  the  best  you  can 
as  early  as  you  can  in  order  to  get  into  the 
college  of  your  choice;  you  must  go  to  col- 
lege in  order  to  have  competitive  equality  in 
tomorrow's  better  educated  and  more  knowl- 
edgeable world;  you  must  do  your  very  best 
in  college  because  your  future  employer  will 
ask  that  of  you.  Always — the  push,  the  pres- 
sure, the  preset  goal. 

But  in  the  realm  of  living,  what  has  been 
our  approach?  Have  we  said  to  ourselves,  we 
are  demanding  early  educational  maturity  of 
our  young  people  and,  logically,  we  should 
demand  consonant  social  maturity?  Some  of 
the  instances  of  student  rebellion  on  Ameri- 
can campuses  recently  were  I  suspect  the  re- 
sult, at  least  in  part,  of  a  lag  between  our 
demands  and  our  accessions. 

They  resulted,  too,  again  in  part,  from  a 
disenchanted  appraisal  of  our  practicing  ide- 
als. We  have  told  them  that  America  is  a  de- 
mocracy, yet  they  have  seen  basic  citizenship 
rights  denied  to  many.  We  have  extolled 
rugged  individualism  and  practiced  conformi- 
ty to  the  gray  flannel  model.  We  have  taught 
abhorrence  of  imperialism  and  have  time 
after  time  practiced  what  we  preached — yet 
— however  justly  in  the  cause  of  a  free  world 
— we  have  also  fought  battles  which  the  ene- 
mies of  freedom  could  label  imperialistic.  I 
mention  this,  not  in  support  of  a  point  of 
view,  but  because  it  is  a  problem  for  some  of 
America's  youth.  Young  people — and  they 
are  certainly  joined  in  this  by  too  many 
former  young  people — have  an  impulsiveness 
which  gets  in  the  way  of  their  desire  to  be 
fair,  to  see  the  whole  picture. 

Rebellion  has  a  way  of  becoming  excessive 
in  its  expression  and,  what  is  even  more 
harmful,  of  ignoring  the  accumulated  good  in 
its  emphasis  on  a  few  wrongs.  I  would  cau- 
tion students  not  to  blind  themselves  to  prin- 
ciples that  have  been  well  upheld  throughout 
the  decades.  It  is  of  fundamental  importance 
to  them,  for  instance,  that  freedom  has  been 
assured    them    in    their    search    for    facts. 

It  is  worthwhile  for  students  to  remember, 
too,  that  respect  for  the  rights  of  others,  and 
understanding  of  those  rights,  is  a  condition

of  freedom  and  rights  for  oneself.  Finally, 
students  who  actively  support  causes  should 
expect  actively  to  learn  rather  than  to  put  all 
the  burden  on  being  taught — or  to  submit  to 
indoctrination  by  those  whose  motives  are  bad 
— or  good.  The  closed  mind,  the  doctrinaire 
dealer  in  dogma,  whether  he  be  the  zealot  or 
the  bigot,  has  nothing  worthy  to  offer  you, 
though  he  may  be  skillful  in  trapping  the  un- 
wary. 

It  is  especially  vital,  it  seems  to  me,  for  all 
of  us  to  recognize  that  the  intellectual  com- 
munity has  today  and  always  at  least  as  great 
a  stake  in  freedom  as  has  anyone  else  in  the 
world,  or  as  our  pioneer  founders  had — and 
that  means  a  stake  not  only  in  the  use  and 
enjoyment  of  freedom  but  in  its  preservation 
as  well.  If  students,  faculty,  and  administra- 
tors will  approach  their  common  problems 
and  the  great  public  issues  judiciously,  seek- 
ing the  full  facts  and  retaining  a  healthy  and 
critical  skepticism  about  the  rumors;  reason- 
ing through  rather  than  blindly  emotionaliz- 
ing the  issues  that  face  them,  they  can  make 
a  great  contribution  to  the  general  good.  If 
students  will  seek  solutions  in  rational  and 
responsible,  no  matter  how  insistent  and  de- 
termined, ways,  they  will  prove  their  readi- 
ness to  be  heard.

Construction  Started!  The  new  memorial  headquarters  building  is  now  under  con- 
struction, following  a  several  weeks'  delay  in  getting  utilities  contracts  signed  and  in  meet- 
ing various  legal  ramifications  of  the  county  building  requirements  relating  to  our  particular 
site  and  area. 

Just  grading  the  site  took  several  weeks  to  remove  the  many,  many  cubic  yards  of  super- 
fluous soil  through  scraping  the  site  to  nearly  finished  grade  levels :  removing  the  many  old 
trees  and  clearing  the  underbrush  also  took  considerable  manhours.  Once  this  was  done,  a 
huge  power  shovel  was  moved  in  to  scoop  out  the  50-by-lOO  feet  basement  (it's  funny  how 
small  a  building  looks  when  comparing  the  basement  excavation,  but  it  will  grow  when  the 
time  comes  to  decorate  the  rooms ! ) . 

It  is  fascinating  to  watch  the  construction  in  progress;  a  daily  trip  to  the  site  reveals  little 
change,  but  one  can  easily  see  the  progress  when  visiting  the  location  once  a  week.  Con- 
struction usually  goes  slowly  during  the  foundation  stage,  but  when  the  construction  gets 
above  ground,  then  it  will  be  easy  to  see  daily  progress.  The  building  can't  be  completed  too 
soon  for  us. 

By  the  time  you  read  this,  the  concrete  foundation  and  exterior  walls  will  have  been 
poured  and  the  masons  started  laying  the  first  and  second  story  brick  walls.  Meantime,  the 
steel  beams  and  framing  for  the  first  floor  will  be  in  place  after  setting  the  mechanical  equip- 
ment in  the  basement — no  easy  task,  considering  the  myriad  requirements  for  a  modern  office 
building.  After  waterproofing  the  foundation  walls,  soil  will  be  backfilled  against  the  base- 
ment walls  so  that  the  filling  will  settle  before  construction  is  completed  and  the  landscaping 
done.  Another  project  under  construction  at  the  same  time  is  the  building  of  the  driveway 
leading  around  the  side  and  back  of  the  site,  providing  a  second  method  of  entering  the 
grounds  from  the  access  road  immediately  in  front  of  the  site;  this  project  is  also  well  toward 
completion. 

Obviously  the  hoped-for  dedication  date  of  this  year's  Founders  Day  is  no  longer  possible, 
as  construction  will  take  from  six  to  eight  months;  no  dedication  date  has  been  set,  although 
Founders  Day  1967  seems  a  most  appropriate  time.  This  extended  date  will  allow  plenty  of 
time  for  the  dedication  committee  to  get  its  plans  firmly  set  for  this  most  auspicious  occasion. 

Onr  Biggest  Problem  In  a  sense,  you  are  our  biggest  problem,  or  more  specifically, 
your  name  and  address  are  the  National  Headquarters'  largest  source  of  concern  and  effort, 
because  your  name,  address,  zip  code,  and  membership  information  must  be  correct.  While 
we're  talking  about  it,  why  not  take  a  minute  right  now  to  make  sure  the  label  which  brought 
this  Journal  to  you  is  correct  in  every  detail?  If  there  is  any  error,  please  let  me  know 
immediately.  Please  remember  that  some  address  information  is  abbreviated  according  to 
Post  Office  guidelines,  but  we  are  trying  to  print  your  name  according  to  your  preference 
although  this  task  is  taking  longer  than  expected;   please  bear  with  us. 

You  see,  we  maintain  complete  information  on  over  78,000  members  and  we're  not  perfect 
(neither  is  the  Post  Office — spare  us  from  the  number  of  living  members  reported  as  de- 
ceased by  the  Post  Office,  to  say  nothing  of  the  number  reported  as  having  "moved,  left  no 
forwarding  address"  when,  in  fact,  there  was  no  change  of  residence! ) . 
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We  can  take  considerable  pride  in  the  fact  that  our  fraternity's  mailing  list  was  the  first 
one  to  be  entirely  zip  coded ;  this  was  done  two  years  ago  in  order  to  speed  each  issue  of  the 
Journal  to  you,  and  naturally  this  involved  hundreds  of  manhours  to  bring  our  relatively 
large  list  up  to  this  stage  of  perfection.  It  still  takes  a  great  deal  of  time  to  assure  that  your 
address  carries  the  proper  zip  code;  every  address  is  checked  in  our  master  zip  code  direc- 
tories. Each  issue  of  the  Journal  brings  in  a  torrent  of  address  changes — over  20,000  a 
year  .  .  .  and  this  doesn't  count  single  changes  of  data,  like  correcting  a  letter  in  a  name  or 
any  one  of  the  numerous  items  maintained  on  each  member.  Nothing  is  more  important  to 
us  than  having  your  records  letter-perfect. 

Here's  what  you  can  do  to  help:  notify  us  immediately  of  each  proposed  or  actual  change 
of  address;  you  can  also  help  other  Sig  Eps  by  asking  if  they  receive  the  Journal,  and  if 
not,  send  us  their  name,  address,  and  chapter.  Please  allow  six  to  eight  weeks  for  address 
change  prior  to  each  publication  date ;  the  Journal  is  published  four  times  a  year :  February, 
May,  September,  and  November,  Thank  you  for  helping  us  to  help  you. 

New  Publication  A  REVISED  edition  of  Educating  for  Brotherhood  is  now  being  printed. 
The  first  edition  proved  so  popular  that  the  order  of  7,500  books  was  quickly  exhausted.  In- 
deed, the  first  edition  was  so  widely  accepted  by  the  undergraduate  chapters,  libraries 
throughout  the  nation,  and  other  fraternities,  that  the  order  for  a  year's  supply  of  the  second 
edition  was  increased  to  10,000. 

Both  editions  were  written  by  John  Robson,  Lawrence,  '28.  Brother  Robson  edited  the  first 
printed  edition  of  the  Manual  first  used  in  1940.  He  has  been  editor  of  the  Journal  since 
1942  and  managing  editor  of  Banta's  Greek  Exchange  since  1956. 

The  task  of  this  book  is  to  provide  guidelines  of  education  and  training  that  will  help  pre- 
pare the  pledge  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  for  initiation.  It  sets  forth  a  goal  and  a  philosophy  of 
fraternity  education  which  concerns  the  broad  field  of  higher  education  and  of  the  prepara- 
tion of  tomorrow's  leaders.  This  book  is  yet  another  milestone  in  our  quest  for  the  best  in 
pledge  and  member  fraternity  education. 

The  new  book  will  continue  the  basic  orientation  of  the  first  edition  with  its  value-con- 
cepts. There  are  many  changes  in  the  second  edition,  including  a  new  hardback  cloth  cover, 
25  per  cent  new  copy,  and  many  improvements  in  the  basic  format  and  organization  of  the 
book.  These  changes,  and  others,  resulted  from  replies  to  the  editor's  survey  requested  of 
the  chapters  and  officials.  The  book  will  be  distributed  to  undergraduate  chapters  in  early 
September,  when  it  will  also  be  available  for  purchase  by  members  and  others  for  $3  a 
copy,  postpaid;  send  your  order  to  the  National  Headquarters,  P.O.  Box  1901,  Richmond, 
Virginia  23215. 

Growtii  Using  the  yardstick  of  membership  growth,  this  has  been  a  good  year  for  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon.  Year-end  statistics  show  an  8  per  cent  increase  in  the  number  of  initiates  re- 
corded over  last  year  (3,440  compared  to  3,195)  and  a  5  per  cent  increase  in  the  number  of 
pledges  (5,460  compared  to  5,192).  Using  these  same  data,  one  derives  the  approximate 
percentage  of  pledges  who  were  initiated;  this  year's  performance  bettered  last  year's:  63 
per  cent  versus  61  per  cent. 

Also,  the  Fraternity's  78,000th  member  was  entered  on  the  Grand  Chapter  rolls  during 
the  year.  Having  slightly  more  than  37,000  members  in  1950,  the  Fraternity  has  more  than 
doubled  its  membership  in  the  last  16  years ! 

The  Fraternity  now  has  163  undergraduate  chapters  and  six  colonies.  The  colonies  are 
located  at  Rollins  College,  Winter  Park,  Fla. ;  St.  Mary's  University,  San  Antonio,  Tex.; 
Western  Kentucky  State  University,  Bowling  Green,  Ky. ;  New  Mexico  State  University, 
Las  Cruces,  N.M.;  Wisconsin  State  University — Oshkosh,  Oshkosh,  Wis.;  and  Chico  State 
College,  Chico,  Calif.

History.  Virginia  Epsilon:  Yesterday,  Today,  and 
Tomorrow  is  the  excellent  new  history  of  the 
Washington  and  Lee  chapter — the  work  of  Steven 
R.  Saunders,  '68,  chapter  historian. 

Telling  the  story  in  a  loving  vein,  from  the 
founding  in  1905  to  the  present,  the  author  cap- 
tures the  great  intangible  value  of  brotherhood.  A 
moving  spirit  is  produced  so  that  any  worthy 
pledge  of  the  chapter,  properly  inspired,  must  be 
a  better  brother  for  having  read  this  book  in  the 
proper  mood  and  for  having  identified  himself 
with  this  chapter  and  the  brothers  who  have  gone 
before  him. 

The  little  book  is  so  well  written  and  so  beau- 
tifully printed  that  this  fact  itself  produces  a 
wholesome  aesthetic  force.  It  is  not  a  collection 
of  mere  facts  which  recount  the  evolution  of  Vir- 
ginia Epsilon  but  rather  a  romance  of  young  col- 
lege men,  living  in  brotherhood,  often  beset  with 
difficulties  and  disappointments,  who  rise  to  acts 
of  greatness. 

In  effectively  laying  the  groundwork  for  a  wor- 
thy national  history  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  the 
Grand  Chapter  might  well  purchase  a  copy  of 
this  history  for  each  of  the  chapters  to  serve  as  a 
model    in    writing    histories    of    their    own.

THE  Fraternity's  pledge  textbook  states  that  the  alumnus  must  be  an  ideal  man  to  be  an 
ideal  brother.  He  must  be  a  man  in  whom  the  cardinal  principles  are  so  strong  that  they 
are  the  deciding  influence  in  his  life.  The  ideal  alumni  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  not  only  have 
been  loyal  to  the  Fraternity  and  helped  it  whenever  they  could,  but  all  their  lives  they  have 
set  good  examples  to  others  as  Christian  men. 

The  process  of  becoming  an  ideal  alumnus  begins  with  the  pledge.  To  live  up  to  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Fraternity,  he  must  possess  the  capacity  to  become  a  collegiate  brother  and  a 
graduate  brother  before  his  training  ever  begins.  He  must  have  the  "makings"  of  a  good  man. 
The  recent  achievements  of  ideal  brothers  are  presented  in  the  paragraphs  which  follow.

MORE  than  500  educators,  civic  leaders, 
and  former  students  gathered  at  a  testi- 
monial dinner  for  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's  Dr.  U. 
G.  Dubach  at  Portland  on  May  10,  attesting 
to  the  lofty  stature  of  one  of  Oregon's  greatest 
teachers. 

The  chief  speaker  at  the  dinner,  which  was 
held  at  Templeton  Center  of  Lewis  and  Clark 
College,  was  the  Governor  of  the  State,  Mark 
Hatfield,  nationally  known  Republican  leader 
and  a  member  of  Beta  Theta  Pi.  The  master 
of  ceremonies  was  the  president  of  the  Col- 
lege, John  R.  Howard. 

The  highlight  of  the  dinner  for  the  former 
dean  and  professor  was  the  announcement  of 


the  establishment  of  the  U.  G.  Dubach  En- 
dowed Chair  of  American  Government  at 
Lewis  and  Clark.  An  anonymous  gift  of 
1100,000  was  made  to  start  the  fund  for  the 
professorship,  the  first  to  be  established  in 
the  history  of  the  College. 

Dean  Dubach's  career  as  a  teacher  began 
at  Oregon  State  University  in  1913.  He  served 
as  professor  of  political  science  until  his  re- 
tirement from  the  faculty  in  1947.  He  also 
served  as  dean  of  students  from  1924.  Upon 
his  retirement  he  joined  the  Lewis  and  Clark 
faculty  as  professor  of  political  science  in 
1947  and  continued  until  retirement  in  1958. 

Morgan  Odell,  president  emeritus  of  Lewis 
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and  Clark,  also  announced  that  the  faculty 
dining  room  in  Templeton  College  Center 
will  be  named  for  Dubach. 

As  Odell  read  a  citation  summarizing  Du- 
bach's  educational  achievements  during  53 
years  in  Oregon,  about  200  of  his  former 
students  stood  in  tribute. 

The  crowd  also  gave  the  distinguished  ed- 
ucator a  standing  ovation  as  he  began  and 
ended  a  stirring  restatement  of  his  principles 
as  a  teacher  and  dean  of  students. 

Dubach  said  that  the  United  States  "can 
never  win  the  world  unless  we  live  so  other 
people  will  want  to  be  like  us."  He  called  for 
a  return  to  principles  of  the  Ten  Command- 
ments, Sermon  on  the  Mount  and  Declaration 
of  Independence.  He  told  the  crowd  that  he 
had  always  taught  his  students  that  principles 
never  change,  although  processes  do. 

"I  never  told  a  student  what  to  believe  or 
think,  but  I  always  tried  to  get  them  to  think. 
And  my  students  never  had  any  doubt  about 
what  I  believed,"  he  said. 

Guests  at  the  dinner  were  given  "I  Like 
Dubach"  buttons  and  the  dinner  followed  a 
political  convention  theme,  with  about  100 
campaign  posters  for  Dubach  hung  in  the 
dining  room. 

Gov.  Mark  Hatfield,  featured  speaker  for 
the  event,  followed  the  dinner  theme  and 
outlined  the  platform  for  the  "Dubach  party." 
Hatfield  said  it  would  be  "a  party  of  excel- 
lence" which  would  call  for  personal  involve- 
ment of  party  members  and  a  willingness  to 
fight  for  basic  principles. 

In  an  interview  with  the  press.  Dean  Du- 
bach, whose  addresses  at  individual  chapters 
of  the  Fraternity  and  at  regional  and  national 
gatherings,  have  inspired  thousands  of  Sig 
Eps,  revealed  additional  principles  of  his 
teaching.  He  said: 

"Teachers  have  to  inspire  students.  A 
teacher  can  get  by  if  he  or  she  is  simply  an 
ordinary  teacher.  But  to  be  more  than  that 
a  teacher  must  inspire  a  student  to  do  more 
than  he  can.  People  do  more  than  is  possible 
for  them  only  when  they  are  inspired. 

"The  processes  of  education  have  changed 
but  the  fundamental  goals  are  the  same.  In- 
spire the  students  and  keep  them  abreast  of 
the  times. 

"We  must  couple  the  vigor  of  the  young

"America  is  great  because  America  is  good, 
and  if  America  ever  ceases  to  be  good,  America 
will  cease  to  be  great." 

These  words  by  de  Tocqueville  have  been  the 
guiding  faith  of  political  scientist  Ulysses  Grant 
Dubach  through  more  than  fifty  years  of  teach- 
ing  and   educational   leadership. 

The  challenge  of  teaching  captured  Dubach's 
life  beginning  with  certification  from  Kansas 
State  Teachers  College,  an  A.B.  from  Indiana 
University,  an  M.A.  from  Harvard  and  a  Ph.D. 
from  University  of  Wisconsin.  Helping  him 
complete  his  preparation  was  his  wife,  Ida 
Castleberry   whom  he  married  in   1909. 

Dr.  Dubach  began  his  career  at  Oregon  State 
College  in  1913  as  instructor  in  political  science. 
To  his  classroom  work  was  added  responsi- 
bilities of  the  office  of  Dean  of  Men  in  1924  in 
which  dual  service  he  continued  until  state  law 
ordered  his  retirement  in  1947.  His  concern  for 
good  character  and  scholarship  and  his  insis- 
tence upon  responsible  conduct  particularly  in 
fraternity  life  placed  on  the  college  a  lasting 
hallmark   of    serious   purpose. 

Palatine  Hill  replaced  Corvallis  as  home  base 
for  the  Dubachs,  when  he  came  to  Lewis  and 
Clark  College  in  1947  as  head  of  the  depart- 
ment of  political  science.  No  longer  burdened 
with  administrative  problems  he  threw  his 
energy  into  vigorous  statement  of  his  moral  and 
political  philosophy  in  significant  addresses 
throughout  America.  He  repeatedly  asserted  his 
conviction  that  men  had  a  right  to  express  their 
opinions  as  long  as  they  were  not  subversive  of 
morality  of  government. 

Wide-ranging  responsibilities  in  the  Methodist 
Church,  the  YMCA,  professional  political 
science  associations,  the  Republican  party  and 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  fraternity,  of  which  he  was 
named  national  director  for  scholastic  achieve- 
ment, brought  to  Dr.  Dubach  great  demand  for 
his  services  as  speaker  and  consultant.  All  these 
activities  he  continued  after  retirement  from 
Lewis  and  Clark  in  1958. 

In  1951  The  Oregonian  included  him  in  its 
list  of  100  men  who  had  made  the  greatest  con- 
tribution to  the  development  of  Oregon  in  the 
first  hundred  years  of  its  history. 

"I  am  one  of  Dubach's  boys"  is  a  statement 
proudly  repeated  by  generations  of  Oregon  State 
men  and  a  decade  of  Lewis  and  Clark  students. 


with  the  wisdom  of  the  middle-aged  and  older 
who  are  running  the  colleges;  then  you  begin 
making  necessary  and  constructive  changes- — 
when  you  have  a  gentlemanly  meeting  of  the 
minds.  The  older  people  must  realize  that  the 
kids  think  too." 
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The  85-year-old  dean  emeritus,  who  had 
just  recently  had  a  bout  in  the  hospital  with 
a  burst  appendix  and  a  pinched  nerve  in  his 
hip,  weathered  the  evening  well,  with  the  old 
Doc  twinkle  showing  up  many  times.  In  his 
response  he  paid  a  beautiful   tribute  to   his 


wife   Ida   for  her  cheerful   help   and   under- 
standing during  their  57  years  together. 

The  banquet  closed  with  a  chorus  of  30 
young  people  singing  "The  Battle  Hymn  of 
the  Republic."  It  was  truly  a  large  evening 
for  Ida  and  Grant  Dubach.

Laurence  N.  Woodworth,  Ohio  Northern, 
'40,  as  chief  of  staff  of  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Internal  Revenue  Taxation  for  the  U.  S. 
Congress,  is  a  high-level  tax  expert  behind 
the  scenes  at  the  Nation's  Capitol. 

The  Wall  Street  Journal,  Forbes  Magazine, 
and  many  other  publications  have  recently 
paid  tribute  to  the  brainy  Ohioan  who  first 
joined  the  Joint  Committee  in  the  summer  of 
1944. 

Woodworth,  who  recently  stepped  down  as 
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nonpartisan  mayor  of  suburban  Cheverly, 
Md.,  after  six  years  of  service,  calls  himself 
a  teacher,  economist,  and  three-fourths  law- 
yer. He  has  taken  graduate  work  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Denver  and  holds  a  Ph.D.  from  New 
York  University  in  public  administration. 

No  longer  the  "anonymous  assistant"  he 
was  called  at  first,  he  is  quite  at  home  at  the 
desk  of  Senator  Carl  Hayden,  or  at  the  elbow 
of  Senator  Russell  Long,  both  important  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee.  Woodworth's  involve- 
ment began  in  the  closing  months  of  1962 
when  President  Kennedy's  tax  proposals  were 
still  being  shaped  by  the  Treasury. 

It  is  his  job  to  see  that  full  knowledge  is 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  men  who  must 
make  the  decisions.  He  says,  "H  I  can  come 
away  from  those  meetings  knowing  that  the 
committee  has  made  its  own  decisions  in  the 
light  of  this  knowledge,  then  I'm  satisfied."

He  previously  held 
a  NSF  summer  fellowship  in  1963  and  current- 
ly is  a  research  assistant  for  Sherwood  Tuttle, 
head  of  the  department.

During  the  summer  of  1962 
he  worked  on  geological  explorations  in  Mon- 
tana for  the  Texas  Co.,  and  two  years  ago  was 
a  summer  Fellow  at  the  University  of  Texas 
marine  laboratory  at  Port  Aransas.  He  has 
taught  both  at  the  undergraduate  and  gradu- 
ate level  at  the  University.

He  also  won  the  Mahan  Journalistic  Award 
and  $20  for  the  best  work  done  during  the 
year  for  the  college  newspaper,  the  Wall 
Street  Journal  Award  as  the  outstanding  stu- 
dent in  business  administration  and  economics 
and  the  Social  Science  Divisional  Award  as 
the  outstanding  senior  majoring  in  one  of  the 
social  sciences. 

Rowlen  won  the  Leslie  E.  Zeigler  Memorial 
Award  as  the  senior  man  who  best  exempli- 
fies the  characteristics  of  scholarship,  leader- 
ship, and  integrity  and  the  Senior  Scholar- 
ship Cup  as  the  senior  who  has  maintained 
the  highest  scholastic  standing  throughout  his 
career.  He  is  a  member  of  Sigma  Tau  Delta, 
Gamma  Upsilon,  and  the  Tabard  Club  which 
promotes  interest  in  literature  and  creative 
writing. 

Andrew  J.  Adams,  Monmouth  senior,  has 
been  elected  a  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellow  for 
1966-67,  one  of  1,408  men  and  women  chosen. 

Woodrow  Wilson  Fellows  get  one  academic 
year  of  graduate  education  (with  tuition  and 
fees  paid  by  the  Foundation),  a  living  stipend 
of  $2,000  and  allowances  for  their  dependent 
children.  The  graduate  school  they  choose  to 
attend  receives  an  additional  grant  from  the 
Foundation.  Using  funds  provided  by  the  Ford 
Foundation,  the  fellowship  foundation  will 
spend  $5.7  million  in  1966-67  to  encourage 
and  support  potential  college  teachers. 

The  new  Fellows  come  from  380  different 
colleges  and  universities  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada. 

Philip  Sherburne,  Oregon,  president  of  the 
United  States  National  Student  Association, 
visited  Vietnam  in  March  and  April.  He  was 
one  of  three  official  delegates  representing 
the   1,300,000-member  organization  in  meet- 
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ings  with  student  leaders,  religious  leaders, 
and  Vietnamese  and  American  officials. 

The  report  of  the  three  men  circulated 
upon  their  return  predicted  that  there  would 
be  no  internal  peace  in  South  Vietnam  until 
the  United  Buddhist  Church  assumes  an  ac- 
tive role  in  a  constitutional  government.  "An 
elected  government  is  seen  by  the  majority 
of  Vietnamese  youth,  student  and  religious 
leaders  as  the  key  step,"  the  report  said.

IN   THE   MILITARY 

1st  Lt.  Michael  J.  Rooney,  North  Carolina, 
a  member  of  the  51st  Bomb  Squadron  (SAC) 
at  Seymour  Johnson  AFB,  was  a  spare  pilot 
on  the  B52  bomber  that  crashed  in  Spain 
several  months  ago.  This  was  the  crash  that 
resulted  in  a  lost  hydrogen  bomb  in  the  Med- 
iterranean. He  survived  by  crawling  through 
a  hatch,  in  which  he  was  stuck  for  some  30 
seconds  while  the  plane  was  going  down. 

Brig.  Gen.  Jack  A.  Gibbs,  Oregon  State, 
command  pilot  from  Roseburg,  Ore.,  has 
retired  from  the  U.  S.  Air  Force  after  more 
than  28  years  service.  His  recent  command 
was  the  sixth  Air  Force  Reserve  Region,  with 
headquarters  at  Hamilton  AFB,  Calif.  He 
directed  a  major  component  of  the  Continen- 
tal Air  Command  which  has  the  commitment 
of  keeping  units  and  individuals  of  the  Air 
Reserve  forces  ready  for  emergency  duty. 

Prior  to  his  assignment  at  Hamilton  in  1%3, 
General  Gibbs  was  deputy  director  of  oper- 
ational requirements  at  USAF  headquarters 
in  Washington. 

He  was  awarded  one  of  the  nation's  highest 
peacetime  decorations  for  his  achievement 
during  an  earlier  Washington  assignment.  He 
received  the  Legion  of  Merit  for  extraordinary 
service  to  the  United  States  while  a  member 
of  the  1007th  Air  Intelligence  Support  Group 
there. 

Entering  service  as  a  second  lieutenant  in 
the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  in  1937, 
General  Gibbs  completed  pilot  training  at 
Randolph  AFB,  Tex.,  two  years  later.  He  was

nautical systems  research  and  engineering  at 
Wright-Patterson  AFB,  Ohio.  A  former  dep- 
uty commander  of  the  Alaskan  Air  Com- 
mand, he  has  flown  numerous  aircraft,  in- 
cluding the  F-102  Delta  Dagger  supersonic 
jet  fighter  and  the  B-57  Canberra  bomber. 

Col.  Harold  E.  Hedger,  U.  S.  Army  Ret., 
California,  at  a  state  gathering  of  engineers 
at  Los  Angeles  during  Engineers  Week  1966, 
was  honored  as  Engineer  of  the  Year.  He  re- 
ceived the  George  Award,  named  for  the  na- 
tion's first  engineer,  George  Washington.

SIGMA  PHI  epsilon's  chapter  library  program  in  one  outstanding  aspect  attempts  to  fol- 
low a  "reading  ladders  for  brotherhood"  principle.  Books  for  brotherhood  are  recom- 
mended in  place  of  the  general  run  of  literary  volumes,  for  the  intention  is  to  help  the  user 
of  the  library  develop  self-insight,  create  sensitivity  to  the  experiences  of  brothers  and 
other  individuals,  and  extend  insight  into  different  value  patterns. 

Fraternity  undergraduates  are  expected  to  make  friends  with  books  for  brotherhood,  for 
they  are  a  special  kind.  Taken  individually,  books  for  brotherhood  form  a  library  whose 
slogan  could  be:  "Through  me  you  will  gain  a  better  understanding  of  your  fellow  man 
and  of  brotherhood."  The  books  are  searchingly  pertinent  to  the  principles  of  fraternity. 

Today's  road  to  world  brotherhood  lies  through  human  understanding,  we  are  told  and  we 
must  believe,  but  it  lies  also  through  "men  for  the  world's  work"  getting  into  the  main- 
stream of  action  on  every  front.  Books  for  brotherhood  aim  at  the  integration  of  man — not 
at  the  distintegration  of  matter  and  of  knowledge.  A  good  chapter-house  library  is  a  library 
for  exemplary  and  dynamic  brotherhood. 

National  Librarian  Charles  G.  Eberly  advises:  "The  purchase  of  worthwhile  books  must  be 
a  conscientious  project  of  the  chapter.  The  men  themselves  must  want  good  books,  and  if 
they  want  enough,  they  will  find  the  methods  of  acquiring  the  books  they  want."  He  be- 
lieves that  the  office  of  Chapter  Librarian  should  be  a  very  busy  one.  A  benefit  not  to  be 
overlooked  is  that  the  library  itself  adds  to  the  climate  of  learning  within  the  chapter. 

An  important  project  on  which  the  National  Librarian  is  working  is  the  Chapter 
Librarian's  Manual.  If  the  Fraternity  is  to  expect  chapters  to  have  a  worthwhile  library 
for  their  members  which  will  be  used,  there  must  be  a  manual  for  the  chapter  librarian 
which  can  help  to  show  him  how  to  develop  and  maintain  a  useful  library.  It  will  make 
the  task  much  easier.
